stiongly advisrd the Duiry Shorthoru 
breed and indicated that the Duroc 
Jersey was a suitable hog for this 
district. Mr. Stevensis a very humor” 
ous speaker and plain withal and no 
more iuteresting address has been 
listened to in Claresholm fora long 
time. Of his bon mots the following 
caused much amusement “A Hog 
with a litter of only four would 
make a very good sheep.” “A farmer 
with pure bred cows, a trotting horse 
and a vaudeville wife bas a bad 
combination.” P, M, Abel followed 
With an enthusiastic speech in favor 
of Community Breeding and sugyest- 
ed that farmers should form Clubs 
and get pure bred sires from the Do 
minion Government. W. J. Stephen 
acted as Chairman and spoke vigor: 
ously on general farming — topies~

for the purpose of getting pure bred 
bulls.

Rev. Hugh Dobson Speaks Here

trated..by Mr. Dobson in his main-! 


tenance that intoxicating drink habits 


were detrimental to the best interests | 


of industry and economics. A repro-

George attached, advocating absti- 
nence from liquor indulgence, was 
read by the speaker in support that 
medical science had decided against 
the utility and necessity of intoxicant 
indulgence.

rapidly, owing to the multiplication

twice as likely to cause 
horse vehicles, and the. proportion of 
fatal accidents is three-or four times 
greater.” The tleory that the motorist. 
has such contro] over his machine that 
he can avoid accident is dispelled by 
experience. The best hope of improve- 
ment lies with the pedestrian himself; 
he must develop a new traffic sense.” 

Apart from accidents, the report in- 
dicates the habits of the Londoner are 
jchanging, He is getting more rest- 
less and now makes 271 “journeys” a 
year, as against 143 a year ago. Most 
of the new traffic has been developed 
on the electric car lines and motor 
omnibus lines, indicating that the Lon- 
doner is getting away from the centre 
of the city into the healthy suburbs.

WITH WOUNDED AT THE FRONT 


THE TRYING EXPERIENCES OF A CANADIAN NURSE 


Work of these Brave Woman and the Hervie Acts they have]* 
Performed will some day be Written in Letters of Gold 
in the Imperishable Deeds of British History 


While the man in khaki is bearing 
the brunt of the battle in the firing 
line the Red Cross nurse is perform- 
ing as important and in many cases, 
as dangerous, a work not very far 
away from where the shells are burst- 
ing and the big guns send forth their 
messengers of death. They know 
neither danger nor fatigue but quietly 
and courageously go about their mis: 
sion of mercy. Upon their armlet they 
bear the Rea Cross sign but this has 
not prevented the Germans on many 
occasions from firing upon them in or- 
ver that they may bu prevented from 
succoring and binding up the wound- 
ed and the fallen, 

These are brave women and when 
the smoke of battle has died away and 
peace has once again been restored 
upon the continent of Europe the work 
that they have performed and the 
brave acts they have done will be 
written in letters of gold in the im- 
perishable of British history, That the 


work of the Red Cross nurses does 
not merely comprise looking after 
and tending the wounded will be 


shown by the following intensely in- 
teresting acount of the work of 
Nurse Amy Neale, whose let- 
ter to her brother, Lieut.

A protest strongly wordeu against 
the United States continuing to per: | 
mit the exportation of munition of war 
to the allies Murope is being circu- | 
lated by interested persons in the re- 
public, and according to report is re- 
ceiving federal support.

The protest details that great or- 
ders lave been accepted and are he- | 
ing executed in the United States for| 
the continuance of war, and asks: 

“Where are our peace societies?

Are 
we, for the sake of present business | 
profit—willing to draw upon ourselves 
an enduring heritage of hatred? Gen- | 
erations will not suffice to wipe away 
the stain we bring upon ourselves.

Cross,” he said, 

Nurse Neale has graphically de- 
scribed the + ‘rious duties that fall to 
the lot of a Red Cross nurse at the 
batile front and near the base where 
the wounded men are yestored to 
health and in many cases, almost 
brought back to life, so terrible are 
the conditions under which they are 
fighting at the present time It -will 
be readily realized that this work can 
only be carried on successfully if the 
people of Canada give it their hearty 
support both in material and actual 
cash.

The department of agriculture has 
issued and distributed an “agricultural 
war book,” published by the direction 
of Flon, Martin Burrell, The intention

The minister of agriculture, in in- 
troducing the volume, says: 

“Approximately twent¥ million men 
have beén mobilized in Kurope. A 
large proportion of these have been 
Withdrawn from the farms of the 
countries at war, Even in neutral 
counties large numbers of food pro- 
ducers have been called from the land 
to be ready for emergencies, It is dif- 
ficult for us to realize what will be the 
effect on food production through the 
withdrawal of several million men 
from all the great agricultural coun- 
tries of Murope, These millions cease 
to be producers, they have become | 
consumers—worse still, they have be- 
comé destroyers of food, 

“While we all deplore this war, 
believe that the present crisis will 
productive of good results towa 
Canada, Business men and the rank 
and file are uniting in showing their 
heroism in every way. They are ani- 
mated with a spirit of loyalty and de- 
votion which will result in the build: 
ing up of a greaier Canada, a greater 
éxpansion of manufacturing industries 
and the development of a new fieid for 
}our commercial activities,
